From Mre Ae Ee Caldwell, Principal of the above named Residential 
School. 


I can readily understand that the Department 
would feel that the responsibility for providing clothing for the 
two children concerned should fall upon the administration of the 
Residential School, particularly if the full facts of the case were 
not explained when the original submission was made to the Depart- 
ment. It is the practice of the Alberni School, and other Resident- 
ial Schools, to purchase bulk quantities of clothing in the normal 
sizes for children enrolled at Residential Schools. However, in this 
particular case both of the pupils were under school age. The Prin- 
cipal, upon special request, admitted these children to relieve the 
Departmont of a difficult and almost impossible task of finding 
accommodation for them. Had Mre Caldwell refused to accept these 
children, as he was perfectly entitled to do because of their ages, 
and if a suitable home could have been found for them, the cost of 
maintenance for these children would have been considerably in ex- 
cess of the amount of the per capita grant. Mre Caldwell's action, 
therefore, has meant a substantial saving to the Department. I would 
like to say that the Principal of the Alberni Residential School has 
been most helpful in providing accommodation for a number of welfare 
cases where he was under no obligation to admit the children concerned 
and it is felt that he should not be penalized for so doing. As Mr. 
Caldwell himself states, the amount involved is small but i feel that 
we cannot expect to retain the very generous co-operation which we 
have received from Mre Caldwell if the Department is to apply rigidly 
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the regulations concerning Reeidential School children and to 
extend them to cases which do not fit into the normal pattern. 


I am re-submitting this matter because I 
am confident that the Department's decision was reached without 
its having access to all of the facts. "

| In October lastjI admitted to this school at the 
urgent request” or Fr.Gillétt, Indian Superintendent for the New 
Westminster Agency, two boys, Frederick and Walter John, of the 
Soowhalie Band, then aged 5 years 7 mos and 4 years 2 mos. 
These children being under the school age minimum, required to 
have special clothes and shoes purchased for them. I requested 
assistance from Mr.Gillett in this matter and he asked me to 
furnish him with bills and he would request payment from Ottawa. 


I furnished Mr.Gillet with a bill for shoes 
amounting to about $11.00 ( the receipt has not been returned to 
me) and I eventually received reply with a quotetion from a 
letter from Ottawa reading as follows:- 


" These pupils have been grant earning pupils at the 
Alberni Residential School since October 1950. This account 
should, therefore, be paid by the Principal". 


Mr.Gillet assures me that he explained the situation 
in his letter to Ottawa, This is a comparatively small matter, 
but I have tried to co-operate with the Department in the taking 
of these necessitous cases, cases that would present a serious 
problem, and no inconsiderable expense, to the Department if they 
were not cared for by the school, and my inclination is to continue 
such co-cperation, However, as you may know, our present 
Government revenue is some 22 points below the cost of living index, 
and it is only reasonable to expect co-operation from the, 
Department, at least in these special cases,

In September last six girls were admitted to this 
school from Skidegate, Queen Charlotte Islands, to at*end Hieh 
School. Tw o of these had been attending school at Prince Rupert, 
Just why thev were transferred to this school I do not know, 
except that perhaps their parents considered the supervision at 
Prince Rupert was not satisfactory, It was very evident that 
they had had a great amount of freedom there, more than it was 
possible to give them here at the residential school, 


These girls set themselves out to be as much of a 
nuisance as possible, abusing every privilege, smoking, absentine 
themselves without leave and generally rebel us. Unfgrtunately, 
the hew High Sehool did not open until October lst, hutypave the 
garls a month or so after the school opened to settle down. Thev 
had completely unsettled several of the other High School girls 
and there wes a general break-down of discipline that threatene! to 
completely distupt the school, 


I finally had to takw the matter un with Mr.Findlay, 
Supe intendemt, Masseit, and with Mr.Daver, and came to the 
conclusion that the only thinz to do was to discharge these girls and 
some others who had become unrulv beyon! the point of reform, 


I am pleased to say that the situation then improved and 
we are back to the normal good behaviour of the High School purils. 


I regret havine to take this action, and did not do so 
until it was unavoidable,

Extract from Social Worker's Report for the month of 
October, 1951. 


These six girls were previously referred to in the 
August report when they came to Vancouver en route to 
Alberni School and separated themselves from the escort. 
They are all fairly mature high school girls with modern 
ideas. After being in the school approximately a month, 
Mr. Caldwell, principal of the school, felt that their 
behaviour w.2 such that they could not remain at Alberni, 
and arrangements were made for their return home. Upon 
being met at the atener* in Vancouver, three of the 
girls = Betty Russ olores Jones and Ann Williams - 
refused to return home, and stated that they had made 
plans to remain in Vancouver, The parents of the girls 
were advised and the woman with whom the girls were 
staying was interviewed zeqees=es the responsibility 
she was ta on without authority from the girls' 
parents, Although this woman appeared quite sincere and 
a responsible womany and was already acquainted with one 
of the girls, Ann Williams, who had boarded with her 
ra » She was extremely hostile to the Indian 

epartment owing to complaints by the girls about school, 
Her intention was to do "a full scale stigation" re-

As a result of this inter- 
view, it was quite apparent that the girls’ complaints 
were eepery 8 symptom of rebellion against a discipline 
to which they had not been accustomed, By agreement 
with the parents, arrangements were made for the girls 
to remain with Mrs, Smythe and attend school in 
Vancouver. One girl was subsequently returned home at 
the request of her family.

I beg to bring to the attention of the Depart- 
ment that the only industry that is taught in this 
school (boys') is farming and that only to a limited 
extent, and when pupils leave the school that training 
is practically useless to them, as the West Coast 
Indians do not follow farming, and efforts to induce 
them to do so have met with very poor success, but 
if the Department could provide instruction in the 
use of carrenters'and fitters' tools, it would be a last- 
ing benefit to the boys, as on leaving school they seek 
employment in canneries, fish plants and on fishing 
boats, and those with a knowledge of the use of tools 
are better able to secure well paid employment.

They do not follow the proper Manuel Vraining Course, as 
their teacher Mir. A, tlen, has no certificate. He is able 
to teach the boys rough carpenter's work; but could not 
instruct in the more scientific lianuél Training. ‘he shop 
at present is use is situated under the primary classroom. 
It is about 40 ft. by 25 ft. Where are 4 double benches, 


I should like to see these boys taught real lianual 
Training. ‘the difficulty seems to be that the City schools 
do not employ a liamal fraining Instructor, who could put in 
some of his time with this class. The Principal seems to 
think that he would not be able to pay a trained teacher in 
this subject. I explained to him that the Department was 
very anxious that Manuel Training should be taught in the 
Indian Residential Schools and were prepared to help in 
various ways.

Yours of the 15th instant just to hand re Inspector 
Barry's recommendation for the appointment of a qualified 
Manual training instructor. I am indeed pleased that this 
matter has been taken up through the general offices of the 
church. Allow me to go into the matter thoroughly that you 
may understand the situation and decide accordingly. 


Mr. Glen is farm instructor and also manual training 
instructor. He had worked at carpenter work for six years 
before coming to the school. During the last year he has done 
gome very good cabinet work with the boys in manual training. 
Re. Mr. Glen's salary as stated in the letter of the Department 
is $720.00. The type written statement of salaries I gave to 
Inspector Barry was farm and manual training instructors salary 
$720.00 with part board, free house, partly furnished, free 
water, free fuel and free electric light, approximately $1100. 
With all these things free the salary is worth $1200.00 - $480. 
is the special grant for the manual training. The Department 
should not have said they were paying two thirds of his salary. 


The statement that he gives a certain amount of 
carpentry instruction to the boys in the evening is not correct. 
Seven senicr boys made up the class Wed- 7-9 P.M. Nine 
intermediate boys Friday 3-5 P.M. and nine junior boys Sat. 

9-11 A.M. These classes were followed out regularly. As the 
work took the farm instructor away from farm work practically 
all of Friday afternoon and Saturday forenoon I do not think 
that the $480.00 more than paid for the service in this de- 
partment. Three years ago I had a qualified manual training 
instructor as senior teacher. The Department paid him 75 cents 
per hour for any kind of work. The result was that my 

teacher went to Technical School in Vancouver for this work at 
$2000.00 per year. The city of Alberni with four class room 
teachers - Port Alberni with eight teachers and high school with 
four teachers are near us. Acting with Mr. Kyle, Supervisor 

of Technical Education in British Columbia, I tried to arrange 
with these school boards to get a teacher between us for this 
work but these boards would not on the ground that they could not 
afford it. 


In a letter to the Department through Mrs. Clark, 
dated Oct. 14th 1921, I pointed out that we could not do much 
at Manual Training so along as the boys were allowed to leave 
school at 16 years. We have no boys over 16, our list shows 
only 6 above 14 years and one of these was drowned since holidays, 
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8 boys 14 yrs. and 6 boys 13 yrs. If these big schools in 
the towns cannot afford a manual training teacher it hardly 
seems fair that the Department should ask us to get a Technical 
teacher for 19 young boys between 13 and 16 years. Of course, 
I would be pleased to have an extra man on the staff to take 
some of the work and responsibility off me but an extra man for 
this work means another $1200.00 or $1300.00 at least, from the 
church. In view of the present conditions in our church and 
country I am not prepared to recommend this expenditure.

This happened a day or two ago ina letter from Sec- 
retary McKenzie of the Indian Department soa} rastsag me to have 
the 84 horsepower heating boiler overhauled during holidays and 
pay for out of per capita grantor other school funds.

I would be pleased to see a copy of the contract or 
agreement between the church and the Department about the manage- 
ment of these schools. If there is any expense for typing it 
I will pay for it. 


I shall be glad to hear the decision of your Board as 
to securing a qualified Manual training instructor. As there are 
none available, except carpenters, outside the cities of Victoria 
or Vancouver, and the work would be for only a few hours each 
week, it is not easy to reorganize our work to use such a member 
of staff unless he works at something else as well as Manual 
training.

to the ALBERNI INDIAN RESIDENTIAL OO} on April, 26thy 1932. 
Original on File 169-16. 
Vocational Training:~ 


In addition to the ordinary house work, girls learn to mend, 
darn, make dresses, make boys' shirts, knit, ochet, etc. The 
embroidery and fancy needlework are very good indeed. The girls do 
not make bread at this school. They take it in turns to learn to cook. 

In addition to work on the farm, the boys are doing some sort of 
Manual Training under a new teacher, @ Mr. G. Lundine. This man is 
reported to be a cabinet maker. He takes three classes per week, 
two Lessons being given on Fridays and one on Saturdays. Each lesson 
last for two hours. There are 19 boys én the Manual Training Classes, 
which had only just been started under the present teacher when I 
inspected the school. The teacher is paid $5.00 per week. 1 under- 
stand that the farm instructor, who is leaving at the end of the 
school year I understand, is also being paid for Manual Training which 
he is not doing. The Principal was not able to explain this to my 
satisfaction; but I gathered that he had given the Farm Instructor 
gome sort of a contract which he could not get out of. 

WX HAKAN TMK EX EME MMM TAKS Six drawing boards are required for 
the use of the class. These should be paid for by the school in my 
opinion, in view of the fact that the Department makes a larger grant 
to the school than is being used for suitable Manual Training. ‘the 
Manual Training shop in use is situated under the Primary schoolroom. 
It is about 40 feet by 25 feet, and there are 4 double benches. 

I should like to see a proper Manual Training instructor employed 
at this school. I have been in touch with the Director of Manual 
Training and Technical Instruction for the Province of B.C. and am in- 
formed that there are available a number of partly trained Me. T. In- 
structors, who are also teachers, and belong to the United Church of 
Canada. One of these men could easily be selected who would be able to 
teach the senior grades, and instruct in Manual Training. if a girlis 
preferred as teacher, such a man might well take the position of Boys' 
supervisor, and be responsible for the boys when out of school and not 
with any other teacher or instructor. 

I am not satisfied with the new arrangement for the Manual Training 
on the grounds that the teacher does not hold as far as I can learn any 
sort of certificate and does not appear to me to have much idea of what 
is required, and also because the money paid by the Department does not 
appear to be used for the purposes intended and specified under the 
heading Manual Traihing Instructor. 

I would ask the Department not to do anything in the matter till Il 
have the opportunity of again inspecting this school in September of 
_this year./ I am so much dissatisfied with the general administration 
of the school that I particularly wish for the opportunity of again 
inspecting before making a definite recommendation to the Department. 

I have had a short conference with the Rev. Arthur Barner with regard 
to the school, and have informed the Principal that, had it not been 
for the fact that the school was so much cleaner than had been the 
case on the occasion of my inspection last year, I would not have 
hesitated to ask the Department to request the United Church of Canada 
to make a change in the administration of the school, by the appoint- 
ment of a new Principal.

I an deeply interested in vocational education 
and in ways and means whereby vocational instruction 
can be extended in our schools. 


A few weeks ago, the Minister of the Depart- 
ment, while speaking in the House, expressed the view 
that the instruction given in our Indian schools would 
have to become gradually and steadily more vocational 
in character. 


In making a brief study of departmental 
reports, I have encountered a report sent in to the 
Department by you, dated April 12th, 1934. It would 
appear that, at that time, you had made provision at 
the Alberni Residential School for instruction in 
elementary agriculture, carpentry work, etc. I notice 
also, that year, you sent in a very creditable collection 
to the Vancouver Pacific Exhibition. 


I am anxious to know just what wrguzece has 
been made since then and if you have any information at 
your egoees, in respect to the progress made by pupils 
who received this training, during the years following 
their departure from echool. I am aware, of course, 
that the facilities at your disposal are far from 
perfect. Any information, however, you can let me have 
along the lines suggested would be very much appreciated.

I have your letter of the 9th instant 
with reference to the amounts promised for instructors 
in the manual training department at the Alberni Indian 
Residential School. 


I note your suggestion that the amount 
promised for an assistant instructor be allowed toward 
the salary of the baker. while I appreciate that a 
baking course for the older boys who will engage in the 
fishing industry is very essential at the same time it 
is impossible for us to allow any emount toward the 
baker's salary. 


My understanding of your letter is that the 
baker employed on the school staff to do the cooking 
for the whole institution would give special lessons 
to the boys who are to engage in the fishing industry. 
If we allowed any amount toward his salary it would 
mean that we would be assisting in paying the salary 
of a member of the staff whom it is necessary to employ 
and as you are aware the salaries of necessary members 
of the staff are paid by the school management from per 
capita grants or other receipts. With this in mind TI 
feel that you will readily realize that it is not possible 
to favourably consider your request.

I attach voucher No. 482 just received 
from Indian Agent Ashbridge. While the total amount 
of the voucher is $404.25 there is included an amount 
of $225.00 for the services of the manual training 
instructors. Authority has already been given for 
the engagement of these men but it would be preferred 
in future if a separate voucher were issued in favour 
of the Principal covering their services. This voucler 
should read -- "To allowance toward services of 
vocational training instructors at Alberni Residential 
School for the month of ", 


My particular reason in returning the voucher 
to you is that it includes two expenditures, one 
covering the cost of goods purchased from the Alberni 
Pacific Lumber Co., at a cost of $57.79, and the 
other an account of A. McDonald & Sons for $121.46. 
While the Principal's letter explains quite fully 
what use was made of the material purchased and I 
have no doubt that the building mentioned was required, 
at the same time our files do not show that any 
authority was given for the purchase of the items 
covered by these two accounts. As you will easily 
realize, it is impossible for us to keep control of 
expenditures if Rev. Mr. Scott assumes the power to 
purchase over $175.00 worth of material without any 
authority. 


If you agree with the statements made by 
Rev. Mr. Scott in his letter of January 20, it would

Some years ago, Mr. Jones of Ahousaht had 
a boat built, which he called the "Dawn." It seoms to have 
been in some way tied up with the School. The Woman's Mission- 
ary Society transferred it to Alberni, where it is in the care 
of Captain Scott, who will use it in connection with his work 
and also in helping the boys learn navigation. He has not 
been able to get registration of the boat for lack of certain 
documents, the first of which is a Bille of Sale to The United 
Church of Canada from the builder. This boat was built by 
Mr. Jones when he was at the Ahousaht School, and the suggestion 
is that the Superintendent General of Indian Affairs should give 
a Bill of Sale to The United Church of Canada far the nominal 
sum of One Dollar. Could you arrange that this be done? If 
so, I should be glad to get this document as soon as possible, 
as Captain Scott cannot run the boat until he gets registration, 
and naturally the customs officers are very strict in these days 
of war.

I have yours of tho "th Inst, re our neglect in the 
forwarding of reports on work accomplished by manual tra&ning. 


In looking back for an explanation of this neglect, I 

find that the Menual Instructor, who came to me,when I first took 
over at Alberni, from Manitoba, was not aware of the necessity for 
sending the monthly report. The office clerical assistance changed 
also at the same time and tho matter was neglected by the office. 
While keeping in close personal touch with the really excellent 
work that has been done by the manual instructor, the matter of the 
neglect to make monthly reports was not brought to my attention 
until I received your letter. 


Fortunately, the instructor, who has had teaching experience 
among the Indiaw of Northern Manitoba, is very methodival, has been 
following the complete Department course, adding thereto some of the 
High School manual instruction, and has kept complete rocords of 
the grading and progress of all pupils. Tub we have been able to 
compile a complete report since he took overe I may say the work was 
inspected by Dr.Morrisony Provincial School Inspector, at the end 
of last term. 


The Manual Training rooms, T understand, were uriginally 
under the class-room building that was burned in 1941. The present 
accommodation, in the boat-house, is very inadequate, and boys of 

all age groups could not be accom todated. ‘The new class-rooms willbe 
constructed this year and we hope that provision is being made for 
vocational instruction in the building. 


Much work has been done on the school grounds by the Manufl 
classes. Old buildings have been moved to more convenient locations,

I have reviewed the requisition for leathercraft supplies 
submitted by the Principal of the Alberni Residential School through 
the Indian Commissioner for B.C, 


As no unit prices have been indicated which might be com- 
pared with other known quotations, it is difficult to determine whether 
the amount of $225 may be considered reasonable for the quantity of 
supplies listed 


As fer as the quantities of tools desired are concerned, 
the several estimates appear quite reasonable. However, with no par- 
ticulars as to the type of program being organized at Alberni, it is 
difficult to offer an opinion as to whether the quantity of expendable 
materials is reasonable or not. The total suggested appears to be 
large for a group just commencing its first efforts. e.g, 288 key 
Cases seems to be a lot for a start. 


The major item might well prove to be the type of tooling 
leather ordered, It is not clear whether the first twelve pieces are 
for full sides (averaging 18 to 20 feet each) or for the narrower, 
belly leather strips (averaging 34 to 4 feet each) If for full sides, 
the estimate of $225 would be low, while if for belly leather, the 
estimate might be an outside figure and including all other items 
listed. 


As in the former case I reviewd (Eskasoni) I feel some 
effort should be made by such groups to make their own leather lacing, 
since the purchasing of leather lacing can become quite an expensive 
matter. 


Had we more details as to the type of program being planned 
and more exact descriptions of the quality of leather being ordered, we 
could come much closer to appraising this particular requisition. 


In any case, the results of the program at the Alberni 
Residential School will be determined ultimately only by the qualifications 
of the instructor in leathercraft at Alberni, The amount of supplies 
asked for could be made to work out reasonably, or expensively - according 
to the ability of the instructor to make best use of materials desired

I have yours of Mec, 22nd re the 
requisition for Handicraft supplies. This has been 
replied to in the enclosed letter by IMr.Maize, who is 
in charge of class-room and extra curricular activities, 


I note that Mr.Maize states that the teachers 
interesting themselves in this work aw not technically 
trained, ‘vhile this is so, these teachers have been 
taking this work for the vast year and some of them have 
been purchasing their own'‘materials from the Bedford 
Fine Leathers Co, Vancouver. This has been, of course, 
for their own use. 


The teachers taking this work are |'r.lMaize, 
Miss Bone, Miss Kennedy, liiss Zehner and Mr.Avery. 


Miss Zehner takes three periods weekly with 
her special class. Mr Maize takes four hours weekly 
in evening work with the Tuxis Group and the Girls! 
Hobby Group. Mr.Avery takes two hours evening work 
weekly with the Boys' Hobby Group. Miss Bone and l!iss 
Kennedy take two hours weekly evening work with the 
Canadian Girls in Training Group. 


I may say that this programme is arranged 
to keep the pupils occupationally busy in the evenings 
and is made necessary owing to the lack of indoor 
recreational facilities at this school, 


While we have not as yet disposed of any of 
the work of the pupils, there have been many requests for 
purchase of leather work, such as slippers, that we have 
had om exhibition, 


I feel that Department supply of this material, 
or as much as the Department is disposed to supply, isf 
warranted when the teachers are willing to put their 
time into the use of it.

Our 0.4.1.7, Tuxis and Trail Ranger groups alo me@t once a week 
with leather work being emphasized, We would like to introduce shell 
work here too. 


Our supplies up te last September kept us going until the ena of 
Sater s Since then we hawe been finishing off prejects as much as 
vessible. / 


Our instructors have not taken courses in handicraft work but are 
keenly interested and spend a lot of time working up projects.

Dear Mr.Garrard, 


It was with some surprise that I received 
your advice that the Department, in a letter from Mr. Phelin, 
had refused to sanction the salary crant for the lannal 
Training Instructor for the months of July and August, on 
the grounds that payment for these months was "Not customary". 


Juring my term at this school the Manual Instructor 
has always beerfengaged on a twelve month salary basis. The 
salary being paid is 100.00 per month, with board, room and 
laundry. ‘The Instructor is permitted two weeks holiday with 
paid salary, if his service has been of the full duration of 
the term. ae 

ie have had perhaps more turn-over of personel in 
this posifion than any other in the school, for the simple 
reason that the salary is not sufficient for a fully competent 
practical man and in several instances other employment has 
been offered them at a salary that we cannot afford to pay. 
The basic salary of a Technical Arts Instructor in B.c. is 
around 2000.00 per year of ten months. Qualified men are 
almost impossible to obtain as instanced by the fact that 
the “ublic High School has been unable to engage one this 
term, 


uowever, the Manual Traifing Instructor's duties 
in this school are not confined to class-room teaching. All 
the ma’ntenance labour is done by the Instructor and the 
ingineer. The months of July and August are employed by the 
Manual Instructor in painting mainly. In the last five 
years I would say that the labour thus employed, if it had 
been done by the Department on contract with Union Tradesmen, 
would amount to some thousands of dollars. 


The last Instructor, lir.Cameron, left in August to 
take a position with the Department of Forestry of the Province. 
The Present incwubent, lir.\/inston Morris, has been here since 
the latter part of August, and his education and teaching ability 
scem@ to be of a high standard. iis engagement will, of couge, 
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Me.Garrard 2. 
be subject to the approval of his ability by Mr.Davey at his 
school inspection in November. 

May I request, in view of these facts, that the 


decision of the Department be reconsidered and that the -rant 
be continued for the full twelve months as customary.

I am in receipt of your letter of Nove 26th 
advising that, as a result of my letter to you of Oct. 24th, 
protesting against the withholding of the manual grant for the 
months of July and August, the grant has been continued for the 
full twelve months at $100.00 per month. 


I wish to thank the Department for their reconsideration 
of this matter. I was under the impression that the facts were not 
fully before them and that it only required the explanation of the 
terms of engagement, and the amount of additional labour 
undertaken by the Manual Instructor, with the consequent great 
saving in labour maintenanve costs to the Department. 


However, the grant has now been reduced from the 
former $125.00 per month for 12 months to $100.00. I feel tha 
this is either an error or a misconception, caused by my mention 
in the letter of Oct. 24th of the salary of the Instructor as being 
$100.00 per month plus board, room and laundry. Our estimate 
of the cost of this accommodation is 340.00 per month, which is 
considered low for B.C. Therefore the school is expending {140.00 
for the Department grant of ‘3125.00 per month. 


T may say that the Auditor's report covering the 
15 months up to the end of August 1949 shows a yearly expehditure 
of 3300.00 per capita, with a Government revenue of {j274.00, 
making a deficit of 26400 per capita per year. ie have been 
carrying on at this school by virtue of a Bank overdraft, with 
the expectation that the excessive cost of living may come down 
and the school operate within the present income. The tendency, 
however, is still for the cost of living to increase rather than 
decrease. The burden of finance continues to be the greatest 
concern of the Principal, a burden, which, I say advisedly, it 
would seem to be impossible to carry much longer. The Department 
must be aware of thse conditions and I cannot think th,t they 
would seek to add to the burden by a reduction of ,j25.00 a 
month in the Manual Grant. 


One alternative to maintaining the present operational 
cost is to reduce the salaries of all staff members. Obviously 
this would result in the engagement of incompetent staff and a 
breakdown in behaviour would follow. Another alternative is to 
reduce the diet, resulting in dissatisfied pupils and antagonistic 
parents, apart from impairment of pupil health. Hither, or both, 
these measures would immediately bring discredit on the school 
and on the Government, and would, for the sake of economy beyond 
the point of necessity, defeat the whole purpose for which this 
school is kept in operation. 


I have endeavoured, beyond the limits of my resources, 
to co-operate with the Department in maintaining the highest 
possible standard in every department connected with the school. 

I might instance just one particular case. In co-overation with 
the Nutrition Division of the Department of Health, in the 
interests of their research project, we have, at the Division's 
request, increased our pupil milk consumption, since last 
September, to an amount ageregating $3741.00 per year, about double 
our former expense for this item. Although a recompense has 
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a ifr... 7. Carrard (2) 


been suggested by the Nutrition Divivieton authority to offset 
the increased school expense occasioned by our co-operation 
in their project, no such recompense has been forthcoming. 


Can the Department advise me just how I am to 
maintain this set standard, not only with inedaquate current 
funds, but with the added handicap of reduced grants such as 
the Manual grant in question? I must conclude that this 
reduction has been occasioned, as I have said, by an arror of 
conpeption. May I be assured, therefore, that the Manual 
trant will remain as formerly? 


I am enclosing an application form from a 
lianual Training Instructor, Mr,.Paul Pollock, recently 
engaged. ‘the former incumbent was discharged by me for 
incompetence and staff incompatibility. The new man gives 
promise of being a competent and erficient staff member. 
The change in this position has not affected in any way the 
continuity of the manual training classes.

Dear Major MacKay: 


I am having to buy straw at $16 ea ton 
and have ample supply in the old barn at Coqualeetza. 
However, it is only worth about $3.50 a ton in the 
barn so you can see I can not sell over there and 
buy here to any advantage. The same is true of hay. 
Hay is worth $25 a ton over here, but there is 
practically no sale for it at Sardis even at $10 a 
ton. There may be some hay moving later on, but 
the hay crop was one of the best we have ever had 
over there. 


It costs $2.50 a ton to bale hay and 
$2.75 a ton to bale the straw. In addition there 
would be the labor of five men to assist with the 
paling. I am informed that it takes eight hours 
to bale 20 tons, which would make a car load. 
If the Department would be good enough to pay the 
freight charges {nelusive of cartage poth at Sardis 
and Alberni; I would pay the baling and labor costs 
for one car load of straw and one car load of hay. 
This would put me through for this school year, and I 
would undertake to provide after that wholly at school 
expense. ‘The freight charges for hay and straw are 
approximately 05g per hundredwéight from Sardis to 
Alberni in car load lots. With a minimum of 22,000 lbs. 
this would mean a freight charge of approximately 
383.60, As the car load of vegetables was loaded in 
about eight hours, I em sure this hay and straw would 
be loaded in less time, so that an estimate of #15 
at Sardis and #20 at Alberni, where the haul is 
somewhat longer, would cover the cartage on each car.

The baling and labor costs would be $60 on aay 
and $65 on straw on 20 tons, which is about all 
you can get in a car. 


I feel that seeing we had all this 
fodder ready for use during the Jdinter, and that 
we have been moved over her in co-operation with 
the Department, that to some extent the Department 
should share in. the extra costs involved. At the 
same time, I appreciate more than I ean tell you, 
the generous treatment that we have received up 
to now. I would be glad if you felt you could 
recommend this final expenditure for moving charges, 
to the Department.

Today I am in receipt, from Indian Agent 
Ashbridge, of voucher 354 for $4706.80 in favour of the 
Beaver Laundry Machinery Company. In view of the con- 
dition of the ironer, as reported in your letter of the 
16th instant, I was much surprised to see this voucher. 
I note that on the account covering the cost of the 
{roner there is the following notation: 


"This is to certify that the above Flat 
Work Ironer was supplied for use Alberni Indian Resi- 
dential School. It was damaged in being taken down to the 
laundry room, and has been repaired and installed. So far 
it is working satisfactorily, but any necessary adjustment 
must be made between the Beaver Laundry Company and the 
Department. The 12 months guarantee is attached." 


In view of the request that has been made 
to the Company by the Purchasing Agent it will be impossible 
to consider payment of this account until we are definitely 
informed that the Company intends to replace the ironer.

Dear Sir: Your File 159-122. 


I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of November 26th 
regarding tableware for the Alberni Indian Residential School. 


As suggested I got in touch with Colonel Logan of the 
Fairbridge Farm School at Duncan regarding the type of tableware 
in use there and was informed that this was made in England and 
replacements are not available in Canada. 


Colonel Logan further informed me that following a 
request received from you some time between August and October, 
1938, he sent you the only copy of the manufacturers’ catalogue 
he had, and as he did not make a note of the name of the firm 
he is not now in a position to supply this information without 
communicating with his headquarters in London. 


I have discussed the replacement of the tableware at 
Alberni with Principal Scott, and he is of the opinion that 
white vitrified mugs, plates and saucers and enamel platters, 
jugs and serving dishes would be quite suitable. Should the 
Department supply the initial issue of these, it is understood 
that the school will be responsible for replacements. Prices 
are being secured on the vitrified and enamel tableware referred 
to, and the matter will in due course be referred to the Depart- 
ment for consideration.

Dear Sir: 


I enclose herewith copy of a letter dated November 
14th received from the Reverend R.C.Scott, Principal of the 
Alberni Residential School, with reference to Assembly liall and 
Classroom floors, from which it will be observed that after a 
very short period of use the surface of the floors commenced to 
scuff up which may have been due in part to the unsatisfactory 
finish. 


The floors have been examined by Fred M. Beatty Ltd. 
who do practically all the refinishing of the local city schools 
and their report is enclosed, indicating that resanding would be 
necessary before application of any new finish, for which they 
estimate the cost would be j285. Owing to the fact that these 
floors will undergo progressive and rapid deterioration, I would 
recommend that authority be granted to have them refinished and 
treated with Tremco Penetrem floor finish, which appears to be 
the most satisfactory method of treatment for school floors. 


It will be observed that the quotation includes attach- 
ing linoleum treads to the stairways and landing areas to the 
classrooms, together with metal nosings for same. 


It has also been found that the method of laying lino- 
leum in the basement of the school has been very unsatisfactory 
due to dampness of the concrete slab and the linoleum not only 
came loose but blistered and puckered, as reported in the enclosed 
Tremco report. It has also broken through in places and will 
soon be a total loss. The remedy is outlined in the !remco re- 
port, the cost being estimated by them as between ¥250 and g300, 
which includes cleaning the floors, dampproofing and linoleum 
underlayment installation, and cementing linoleum in water-proof 
cement, It will be necessary to get the exact quotation at the 
time the floors are being refinished if that work is authorized.

It is vew essential that I have some 
definite information with rege rd to the future of the 
farm in orcer that I may make a@rrenzgement for the 
transfer of stock, etc. I um wiliine te unde rtake 
responsibility for the farm to the end of September.

work horses and one yearling gelding which we reised 
from @® colt. Three of these horses 1 purchased out of 
school funds, the fourth being one which cume down from 
Dre Feley's time, but we have two first class teams and 
thie young yearling that cun be used in about a yeare 
time. 1 could not accomodate more than twenty head of 
cuttle at Albemi and accomodation if still to be mode 
for the hogs. ‘The one team is plenty for that school. 


I think a decision as to whether the 
Depa rtment wants to take over the farm should he 
secured, and whether they wish to continue to work it 
this coming Fell and Winter. The taxes are due 
November 2nd next, and this would mean that Coqualeetza 
Sehool is Liable for eleven months of the year, leaving 
one month to be teken cure of from some other source. 
If the farm is left vaeunt it means taxes will accrue 
with no revenue to meet same, fete rioxtion will at once 
set in and if the Depu rtment takes it over, they will be 
&@ yeer behind in providing dairy and farm produce for 
the Senitorium. There wre seven acres al ready ploughed 
which will need diseing right uway. There are twenty-five 
acres that should ve ploughed es soon us possible. added 
to the above reesons, so furus the Deps rtment is 
concerned, there is need for fresh milk end vegetables 
for the fifteen children that will be left here in the 
Prevento rium 


I would respectfully submit, thet to my mind 
it would be good business for the Deps rtment to take over 
the farm and maintain Nr.Carter who is really an 
excellent fa mer, or some other such man, whe would give 
the proper care to the stock and keep the farm in good 
condition and also act as caretaker for all this prope rty 
until it is reconditioned and ope wting es a seanito rium 
when definite plans could be made.

You will no doubt before this have received 
a copy of a letter from Rev. R. C. Scott, of Coqualeetza, 
dated August 21st. We hope the matters to which he refers 
can be dealt with speedily.

What Mr. Scott really wants 
to know is whether your Department wishes to buy this surplus 
from the Church. I take it from Mr. Scott's letter that we own 
the stock. If your Department does not wish to purchase the 
surplus stock, we shall be free to advise Mr, Scott es to their 
disposal.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 27th instant with respect to the above-noted 
subject. 


I have, this morning, discussed the sub ject 
matter of your communication with Dr. MeGill and 
with Dr. Moore. At the moment it seems that there 
is no intention whatever or the Department operating 
the farm at Coqualeetza. Consequently a decision in 
resyect to the land will be reached in due course. 
In the meantime we can see no valid reason why Mr. 
Scott should not dispose of the stock other than the 
horses and cows required for the operation of the 
farm at Alberni. 


Mr. Scott, in his letter to Dr. Dorey, ex- 
presses the opinion that this is @ poor season of the 
year to dispose of horses. It is just possible that 
arrangements might be made whereby farmers in the 
district might make use of these horses until they 
could be disposed of profitably.

In view of the fact thst the Indians, parerts as well as 
children, have often expressed themselves as desirous of having 
a brass bend ir the school and also the effort made by the 
Provincial Educational Department to have musical trair ing in 
the B. C. schools, I have gone into the matter of cost of instru- 
ments and the possibility of an instructor. 


I desire to make applicatior to your Department to supply 
us with the instruments and funds to carry on such a band in 
our school. 


I make the application with some hesitancy on account of the 
heavy initial cost. However, I believe the money would be well 
spent and hope the Bepartment may grant our request. I under- 
stand that most of the Residentisl Schools in B. C. have a brass 
. band ir them and I am sure it would add to the loyalty of the 
Indians and children if we had one in our school. 


Ve have twenty boys frem twelve to fourteen years of age 
from whom we could pick firteen that would do well at training for 
a band. 


We were informed by the Superintendent of Technical Education, 
ir. Kyle, that the Provircial Department would pay 60% of the 
cost of instruction in the Indian School as well as the Public

Before the Department can consider allowing any 
advanced educational grant for these boys, it will be 
necessary for you to forward to the Department the marks 
which each obtained. We ean only consider allowing grante 
for those pupils who obtained at least 70% on the entrance 
examination. 


In connection with two of the boys, it appears 
from the quarterly return that they are, at least, seventeen 
years of age. It is doubtful if it would be advisable for 
them to start high school work at that age. Ve careful 
consideration has to be given before sending piles to high 
school. Your request for advanced educatio grant for 
these five children will receive further consideration when 
you reply giving the information requested in this letter. 


I would, also, direct your attention to the 
fact that you have not yet replied to the Deputy Superintendent 
General's circular of June 15th, last, with reference to pupils 
sixteen years of age and over in the Alberni Residential School. 
A copy of this circular is enclosed and I would appreciate 
receiving your reply at the earliest possible date.

Rush and 171 Willie Tatoosh, to attend the Alberni District 
High School for tuition, and requesting the Department's 
sanction of an expenditure of ¢ 50.00 each, school fees, 
and ¢ 10.00 each for school bookse The pupils to remain 
on the register of the Alberni Residential School and live 
and board theree ‘The total cost entailed is $ 300.00. 


The ages of the pupils in question are 
as under:

I have to state that these pupils appear 
to be above the ordinary run of intelligence, but unless 
technical training can be given them during the High School 
training, such as instruction in repairs and operation of 
internal combustion engines, carpentry and navigation, I 
fail to see where a High School training is going to benefit 
them, as all classes of employment are now over stocked with 
white students, and yearly becoming more so, waiting for 
opportunities for employment, and it is an indisputable fact 
that whites always get the preference in employment. I fail 
to see wheré a High School training can benefit them other than 
in the fact that they are better educated than their fellows 
usually are, or to fit them for enfranchisement. I have to 
point out that these pupils will be about 22 years old, should 
they decide to finish their High School training, and will be 
too old to study further to advantage, even if their financial 
circumstances were such as to admit them to do so. 


I am not making these remarks as pertaining 
to the above mentioned pupils only, but I consider they apply 
generally to Indian pupils, at least in this Agency, that being 
the only one with which I am perfectly familiar.

You will remember that after the return of 

our Commission on Indian Education from Western Canada, we 
“discussed the problem of further education for graduates 

of the Alberni end Ahouseht Schools who in their High School 
Entrance examinations measure up to the standard set by the 
Department. I was under the impression that we had agreed 
upon the fact that they should be sent to Coqualeetza and 
wrote to Mr, Pitts, the Princ ipal of Alberni School, giving 
that as my interpretation of policy. I am enclosing a let- 
ter from him which is self-explanatory. It was addressed to 
the Acting Executive Secretary of the Woman's Mis sionary 
Society here and before answering it I would like to be sure 
that the local Indian Agent recommended that these boys be 
sent to Coqualeetza. If he did, I fail to understand the 
Department's attitude, in view of the fact that ten days ago 
Captain Scott still needed 75 pupils to make up his per capita 
pupilage at Coqualeetza,

I have your letter of the third inetant, with refer- 
ence to sending pupils from the Alberni and Ahousaht Indian 
Residential Schools, who have passed their Entrance examinations, 
to the Coqualeetza Residential School, in order that they can 
continue their high echool studies. 


In thie connection I would @ay that, last academic 
year, the Department allowed the advanced educational grant for 
five pupils of the Alberni School, who attended the Alberni 
District High School. When the Principal forwarded the request 
for payment of the grant in June, last, he was informed, should 
these boys wish to continue attending high school in Alberni 
during the present academic year, the Department would continue 
the grant for them. In replying, he requested that two of the 
boys, Eddie Clutesi and William Tatoosh, be sent to Coqualeetza. 
As one of these boys is 17 and the other in his 18th year, the 
Department did not consider it edvigable to send them to Coqual- 
eetza. We are not aware of any reason why the boys from the 
Alberni School could not take high school work at the Alberni 
High School.

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Ahousaht. The Principal stated that three boys had passed 
their Entrance and he requested that they be sent to Coqual- 
eetza. Two of these boys were 17 and the other, 16 years 
of age. The Department was unable to approve of their 
transfer to Coqualeetza. 


After discussing with the Deputy Minister the 
matter of advanced education for the pupils from the two 
above named schools, it was considered advisable, if they 
could not arrange to attend high school locaily, that they 
be given their discharge and take up work on their reserves 
leading to their future establishment. 


If the Principal of the Ahousaht School has sent 
the boys to Coqualeetza, I cannot find that this Department 
gave any authority. The Principals of both schools should 
understand, before transferring any pupils to other residen- 
tial schools, that the necessary authority of the Department 
should first be obtained. 


I am sure that, upon consideration of the question 
of advanced education for Indian children of the west coast, 
you will agree that no great alvantage could be obtained in 
their transfer to Coqualeetza for a three or four year 
period in order that they can matriculate from high school. 
The advanced education they would receive would not be of 


any great use to them in their means of obtaining their 
future livelihood.

They 
have lived at this sekool and kave put in regular attendance at high 
sehool. They have done splendid work in a class of 43 white children 
in Grade X. They are taking tke full matrieulatiom work. At the 
Easter exaainations, Edward's average mark was 81% and Willie's 77%. 
Edward was first in the elass and Willie third. (class of 43) 


The High Sekool staff attached this to their reports. "Edward's 
work is exeellent. His sekool work is by far the best eonsistent 
performanee (considering everything) we have yet observed in a grade X 
elass. If he continues and works hard now there is no reason why he 
should not win a sekolarship in his matriculation year." "Willie's 
work is very good indeed. Like Edward, Willie possesses the ability 
to win a scholarship in kis matriculation year. 


Edward has made good progress in musie on piano under the instuuct- 
iom of my wife and both have made good progress on tke viohin under 
the instruetion of my daughter. 


These boys are both Indian (pure bred). I think that you will 
agree that their progress has justified the interest we have taken in 
them.

On July 25th the results of the June 
Provincial High School Entrance Tests were published 
in the Vancouver Daily Province. It will no doubt 
be of interestto the Department to learn that very 
satisfactory marks were obtained by the great majority 
of the Indian children writing this examination. In 
all sixteen candidates passed the High School Test 
from our schools. Only three or four failed to obtain 
the necessary 360 marks out of 600 required for a pass 
to High School. The highest mark made this year in 
the Entrance Examination was 543 by a pupil from one of 
the North Vancouver City Schools. The following are 
the marks made by successful candidates from the Indian 
schools: =

Dear Major MacKay:- 


While at Port Alberni a few days ago, Mr. Indian 
Agent Ashbridge mentioned the fact that there were three 
Indian boys, previously pupils of the Alberni Indian Res- 
idential School, who during the past few years have been 
attending the Alberni High School. It would appear that 
these boys: 


Willie Tatoosh 
Edward Clutesi 
Charlie Clutesi 


were per capita-drawing pupils of the Alberni Indian Resi- 
dential School and that they attended Alberni High School 
for classes, returning to the Indian Residential School 
daily after school. 


From time to time during the past few years 
I have seen reports from the Principal of the Alberni High 
School with regard to the progress of these pupils, and 
have in fact mentioned these in my own reports on the Indian 
Residential School. 


It appears that Willie Tatoosh and Edward Clutesi 
are now wishing to enter the 4th and last year of the High 
School course, while Charlie Clutesi wishes to take the 3rd 
year. 


I consider that these boys are too old to be 
received as per capita-drawing pupils of an Indian Residential 
School but I do not wish to place any obstacle in the way of 
their graduation from High School. I see no reason why these 
boys should not live in their homes on the Indian Reserve and 
attend the Alberni High School daily. I understand that they 
would be allowed to do this, provided the usual High School 
fees were paid. Owing to the exceptional nature of the case 
and the fact that the boys are doing so well in school, I would 
recommend that they be allowed to continue there for another 
year, and that their School fees and cost of necessary text- 
books be borne by the Indian Affairs Branch, 


The Principal of the Alberni High School would, no 
doubt, be prepared to furnish Mr. Indian Agent Ashbridge with 
a copy of the quarterly school report in the case of each of 
these pupils. Such reports would no doubt be necessary should 
the Department wish to consider the provision of further 
education for the above-named pupi at the close of the present 
academic year in June, 1938,

INSTRUCTIONS 


When a pupil of an Indian Residential School dies, the Principal is required to inform the 


Indian Agent at once 


On receipt of the Principal's notice the Indian Agent shall convene a Board of Inquiry, 
consisting of himself as Chairman, the Principal of the Residential School, and the Medical 
Officer who attended the deceased pupil. These members of the Board shall, in each other's 
presence, complete this memorandum, which shall then be forwarded to the Department of 


Indian Affairs, Ottawa, in one copy. 


The Board of Inquiry shall, if at all practicable assemble within 48 hours of the pupil’s 


death. 


The parents or guardians of the deceased pupil shall be given notice of this inquiry and be 
permitted to attend it or to send a representative. They or their representative shall be asked 
if they wish to make a statement. In the event of their so wishing, their statement shall be 
attached to the report. The inquiry, however, shall not be delayed more than 72 hours after 


the time at which it would otherwise be held, to enable them to attend it 


If the Indian Agent is located at such a distance from the school as to make it imprac- 
ticable for him to attend the Board, he shall request a responsible local resident to act for him. 
A suitable person for this duty would be a Justice of the Peace or a member of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted or Provincial Police. A more or less permanent arrangement of this kind 
might be necessary in some cases. The Department is prepared to pay a reasonable fee for 
this duty, on the Agent’s recommendation. The report of the Board, in any case, must reach 


the Department through the Indian Agent's office 


This inquiry is not designed to take the place of, or prevent, any other inquiry, including 


an inquest, which may be required by law 


If the pupil died as the result of an accident, the Indian Agent is required to take the state- 


ments of the witnesses of the accident, and attach them to this memorandum.

The rest of the Reverend Scott's letter deal- 
ing with the hospitalization of this child has been dis- 
cussed with Dr. McQuarrie, Assistant Superintendent of 
Medical Services, and it has been ascertained that the 
objection to the child's removal from Alberni to the 
Hospital mentioned is that the hospital lacks accommo- 
dation for such cases and because of the infectious 
nature of the disease.

Dear Mr. Dewdney:- 

In reply to your note of yesterday I beg to 
state that the amount voted for the Industrial School 
at Williams Lake is $6,220;but you are in error in sup- 
posing that this amount was voted in order to obtain 
possession of the buildings at that place. Bishop Durien 
first offered to sell one of the buildings and 12 acres 
of land for $2,350;but he afterwards submitted an alter- 
native proposal to maintain in the buildings at Fort 
William an Industrial Scheol provided the Government 
would grant annually $130 per capita for the pupils 
educated thereat,and that provision for 50 children at 


the above rate were made for the first year. When the 
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matter was submitted to you you decided that the offer 
to conduct the Industrial School at $180 a head was 
"a reasonable one and should be entertained". 

I shall write Mr.Vowell in reference to Mr.Barnard's 
letter to him informing him why the present arrangement 
was made with the school,and that,as all the Indians, 
as far as the Department knows,are catholics,no question 
ever arose as to the school being put under other than 
Catholic control.

December 
1893, you state that, though the Departs 
ment placed the number of pupils at 50 on 
the estimates for 189% 1894, that number was 
reduced to twenty five in council. 

You are 
very well aware that in I89I I entered into 
a contract with the Indian Department to carry 
on the same Industria& School with the posi-« 
tive condition that the number of pupils 
would not be less than fifty, each pupil 
being paid by the Department at the rate of

$180.00 dollars a year. Your official letter 
to me dated the 18th. May I89I and numbered 
No, 502 is a standing proof of the contract 
entered into by the Indian Department with me. 
I do; not think that the Department would so 
break its word and its pledge, if it was well 
informed in the matter. 

I have incurred lagge 
expenses for the maintenances& of so many 
Indian pupils, and I have kept two distinct 
and separate school staffs: one for the 
girls section and the other for the boys’, 
each section is a separate building with 
two kitchens and two cooks. I do not believe 
the Indian Department would act honestly, 
were it to retrench any portion of the $150.00 
granted by the contract of I89I for each 
pupil to the number of fifty, this year, 

But next July, if the Govoern- 
ment thinks it expedient, I will dismiss the 
staff employed for the girls section and close 
the girls school, till the Indian Departe 
ment will be able to pay for fifty pupils. 

It is but justice that I 
should be paid this year for all the Indian 


pupils

Sir;- 

I bee to call your attention to the manner in which a cer- 
tain department of the Indian Industrial school at Williams Lake, 
in the Caribou District,is carried on. I refer to the harness and3 
saddlery department. A few#fweeks ago,while on a trip over the Car- 
ibou road in connection with my business at Clinton,I was informed 
on good authority that the settlers along the road were being sup- 
plied with harness and other leather goods manufactured at this 
school,and that orders for these goods are being solicited by par- 
ties connected with the school. I was also informed that the man- 
age¥ of the harness department undertook to engage a man to drive 
him through the Chilcoten country for the purpose of soliciting 
orders for goods manufactured at the school. I have good reason to 
believe this to be a fact,and if the matter is allowed to continue 
in this way it is impossible for any person carrying on 4 legiti- 
mate business in these lines to compete with such an institution 
as this,as they can manufacture goods at penitentiary prices;in 
fact E believe that their goods are made up by Indians who pay for 
tuition in the school,while we have to employ competent and expen- 
sive men to make up our goods. It is generally supposed that the 
object of this department of the school is ‘simply to teach the In- 
dians to make harness,saddles,chaperejos &c for their own use sand 
not to make up stock to sell. Whether this is a fact or not, I do 
not know,but I understand that it is the intention of the parties 
who are in charge #f the school to do a considerable amount of 
business in lines of goods manufactured by Indian pupils,assisted 
by their teachers. I therefore desire to be informed whether or 

.not the managers of this school are authorized by the Indian De- 
partment to carry on business in this way,and if so,how the pro- 
fits derived therefrom are directed to be applied. I forward by 
to-day’s mail copies of this letter to Mr.Mara,M.P.,and to Mr.A.W. 
Vowell,Supt.of Indian Affairs at Victoria. Should any correspond- 
ence ensue regarding this matter,I would ask that my name be not 
mentioned,unless it is considered quite necessary.

present- questioned the boys as to how they were treated, 
whether they were hareniy, vemae and if they always haa 
enough to eat, ets.,in reapomee nothing could be elicited 
reflecting in any seriew manner upon the management. The 
boys whose names appear in the evidence taken at the Cer- 
oners Inquest(copies of which have been ferwarded te the 
Dept.) were partioularly examined by me with the eaeeeey 
result,- . 
Augustin, aged 7,$hie boys only complaint was that he was 
whipped on the legs with a strap by the teacher for not 
knowing his leasons.When I asked him if he was muoh hurt 

he laughingly said he was not. 

Louis,aged I2,@a14 he ran away because the teacher whippe <i) 
him en the legs,he was not badly hurt,said he had plenty 

to eat but that a long time ago he was sometimes hungry. 
Prancois,aged I0,also ran away because he waa punished in 
like manner;said he had plenty to eat since Pather Boenino 
oame to the school. ; 
Tommy Johnson,aged I2,stated that he ran away because he 
did not get enough food,and also because he was whipped

tioning the boys generally as to the shertness of food it 
came out that sometimes some one or other of them did not 
get enough bread;I asked them if on such occasions they

to them that many of the boys,as I had been informed,often get 
more than they could eat the uneaten portion being wasted;and 
that in future if the piece ef bread placed at each boys plate 
was not sufficient that the Father or any member of the staff 
in attendance,upon request, would give them more;they then sav 
that in future they would do so and seemed satisfied. They the, 
after whispering among themselves for a time,said that thes 1 
would like to get potatees more frequently at their meals,and 
that that was all they had to ask for. I afterwards in their p 
presence explained matters to Father Boening,both in respect 
to the bread and to the potatoes, and he said that certainly t 
the Management would be only too pleased to do what they asked 
for, and what I suggested, and further that on no occasion had 
any pupil ever been refused an additional piece of bread, etc., 
if asked for. In the afternoon,with only the Agent being pre- 
ent,I questioned the girls,who were gathered together in their 
class room,with the following result,- 
Ellen Babtiste,aged 16,said that she had run away twice and 
was brought back each time;was whipped at school for talking t 
to another girl;she had plenty to eat all the time. I asked 
her about being whipped on the head(as stated in the cpeneteg 
before the Coroner) when she stated that when she was struck 
on the head with the strap she was holding her hands close to 
her head and that it was when endeavouring to hit her hands 
the Sister hit her on the head which ana net pat much, 
The other girls who had run away when questioned in doing se, 
said they had none,merely felt like running away,wanted free- 
dom from the restraint of school discipline and wanted a 
chance to play with the boys which they never had an opportuni 
of doing at the school. Before leaving I told both boys and 
girls how wrong it was to run away as by so doing they,to a 
certain extent, disgraced themselves by such bad conduct,and 
also caused much trouble to their parents,to their kind friends 
instructors and guardians,at the school,and also the Govern- 
ment which was doing so much for then, etc. etc. 


I also impres — 
Fed 
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impressed upon them that if ever they had any real grievance 
they should at once mention it to the Prinoipal,Father Boening, 
who was always kindly disposed towards them and did not want + 
them to suffer in any way or te be uncomfortable;I further 
told them that if upon any such occasion arising a they 
found that the Father did not help them that then they should 
tell their parents who would inform the Indian Agent.ete.. 
They promised to do so,seemed sorry for the trouble they had 
caused by running away,and said they would not do so any more. 
I may here mention that some dozen letters,mostly written by 
the girls to the boys,which were found at the school in the 
girls desks after they had at different times run saway,were 
produced by the Father (Principal) and that in none of them 
was mention made of bad treatment either in regard to punish- 
ment or to insufficiency or badness of food etc..I was also 
shown letters from some of the pupils parents-Fathers and Me 
Mothers-in which the Principal is asked to punish their res- 
pective children when they dont do what is right,ctc. There 
were other communications written to the Principal by seme of 
the pupils who had run away in which sorrow was expressed for 
the trouble and anxiety they had caused the Principal and the 
Sisters by their foolish conduct,etc,in none of which was 
there any mention made of their having received bad treatment 
at the School. As previously stated,the real reason given by 
the girls for running away was that they longed for freedom 
and for a ohance to play with the boys,and such like foolish 
excuses. The boys,the big ones,wanted to get away because they 
thought they could get werk and make some money;when the big 
boys ran off the smalier ones wishing to be considered brave 
and not afraid,etc.followed their example. It was the same wit 
the little girls who I am told were often twitted by the older 
ones, the latter saying that their smaller companions dare not 
make the attempt. Touching the reliability of answers received 
from 
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from Indian children to questions put at random I may here 


remark that from my own observation outsiders asking questions 
can seldom really obtain correct answers inasmuch as the chil- 
dren,in most cases,dont understand exactly the nature of the 
question put from the fact that they are too timid and dont pew 
proper attention,eto.. I have known them on such occasions to : 
say yes when it afterwards turned out that they would have saiqg 
no'did they thouroughly understand; consequently,as they are 
inclined to answer as they think you would like them to,if an 
outsider wants them to say that such and such a thing is the 
case it is an easy matter to get them to answer in the affir- 
mative,or vice versa. It may also be mentioned here that there 
is much jealousy existing in the neighbourhood of the School 

in connection with the Mission people because the latter raise 
stock,hay and grain,etc.for the market which others in the sane 
line of business object to fancying that the Mission has in 
some way an advantage over outsiders. I have seen the punish- 
ment books and do not consider that the punishment awarded at 
various times was aw excessive. Letters written by Mr. Bridger 
and addressed te the Principal were also shown to me which 

were couched in the most friendly language;in one of these let = 
ters he begged te be taken back as teacher or if that position 
was filled then-to use his own language— he would be glad to go 
as warden or prefect er in any capacity.Mr. Bridger,it will be 
remembered,was fermerly a teacher at the school but voluntaril 1 
resigned that position on the 9th of June,I90I. As soon as he 
was clear of the Mission he at once commenced te make the most 
serious charges againat the Management,etco.which he kept up all 
the way down the wagon read. While at the school I examined all 
departments carefully; dormitories,stere rooms,kitchen, otc. etc. 
and found all in good order,well kept and clean. There was an 
abundance of food and clothing on hand in addition to which 
there was pleasing evidence of the skill of the girls in house - 
wifery and in ordinary and fanoy needle work,eto..I was busy 
all day at the school where every assistance was given me by 
the management te inspect and observe everything down to the 
minutest detail.I left for the I50,mile House at 6,30,p.m. . at 
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At 7,30 next morning(26th) I started for Alkali Lake-33 
miles distant,- where at 2 p.m.I saw all the Indians at 
their village they being at the time gathered tegether fer 
religious exeroises under their Missionary Priest. They 
had no complaints to make about the echool, expressed them 
gelves as being sorry for all the trouble caused by the 
running away of the children from time to time; and prom- 
4ged to do all they could te put a stop to any future ir- 
regularities of the kind. I explained to them that if ever 
they knew that their ¢hildren were not well treated they 
should notify the Agent,and if he did not attend to such 
complaints then to apply to me. They thanked me and said 
that they would be sure to do so. While at the village I 
questioned Christine Haines and Ellen Charlie who both 
persisted in stating that the meat was bad in the soup an’ 
that at times the bread was like putty. Ellen charlie 
said she was whipped sometimes for talking to and looking 
at the boys;whipped on the hands mostly,sometimes her 
clothes were turned up. Regarding these girls it must be 
remembered that they were discharged from the school for 
bad conduct. At about 4 p.m.I legt on my return when the 
Indians told me at parting that they were very glad to see 
me, and seemed highly pleased with my visit. Next day (27th) 
I arranged so as to get to the Mission unannounced by the 
time the ohildren would be sitting down to their midday 
meal.I managed to do so and found the ohildren partaking 
of roast potatoes and gravy,boiled rice sweetened, bread 
with tea and sugar; they had drippings on their bread whic 
they seemed to enjoy very much. It being lent they had neo 
meat. The staff as at present composed is as follows,— 
Principal,Father Boening,who has general supervision; 
Sister Superior, Euphrasia,now engaged as head teacher for 
the boys;this arrangement it is hoped will work well as 
the pupils know the Sister and will advance petter under 
her instruction than under the teaching of a comparative 


atranger which owing to the many changes on account of 
de> 
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the difficulties experienced in procuring the services of 
an eligible male teacher has been too much the case in the 
past. The Sister Superior is also head teacher for the 
girls;their hours sor inetruction not being the same as 
that arranged for the boys there can pe no confliction of 
duty in connection with the dual undertaking. 
Sister Dennis,assistant teacher; 
Sister Joannes,who is engaged in instructing the girls in 
needle work, knitting,making and mending the girls clothes, 
and in fancy work; 
Sister Gonzales, prefecting generally; 
Sister Fabrian, head cook and housekeeper; 
Sister Claver, assistant Gook, etc. ; 
Mr. Pahey,agricultural instructor for the boys who being 
gmall are only capable of very light work; 
M. Lajoie, carpenter. 

There ia no harness instructor at 
present. The Management is seeking for a suitable man te 
undertake the teaching of shoemaking and harness repair- 
ing, ote. 

It is intended to put 4 of the boys(largest) at 
practical gardening on a piece of land especiallyprovided 
for them where they will be taught the cultivation of 
grain,roots,the cutting and saving of hay and the raising 
of vogitables, etc.. 

This last mentioned work was not car- 
ried on to any extent last year the boys being so small 
and also owing to the fact that amongst a certain portion 
of the surrounding settlers and store keepers an outosy 
was reised te the effect that the Mission was making mone! 
eut of the boys labour which enabled crops to be raised 
more cheaply than out-siders could do,a most erroneous im 
pressien, as the work at any time done by the pupils could 
net reasonably be considered as a facter in the economic 
working of the Mission lands. I may here refer te the 
letter ef complaint written by Mr. Carew Gibson,of the 


I50 mile heuse on the 23rd July,1900,and to other corres- 
pondene 
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correspondence of a like nature. In discussing matters 
with the Rev'd Principal he informed me that sometimes 
such of the boys a8 were given to wetting their beds were 
not allowed to arink water after supper;I told him that I 
thought it was pordering on oruelty te refuse a poy a ari 
of water if he was thirety; he replied that in most cases 
they were not actually in need of a arink but took it out 
of mischief, etc. jhe, however, promised that in future if 
any boy wanted a arink,#aying he was thirety,it would be 
given to him. I also suggested that corporal punishment 
should not be resorted to except in very extreme cases 
and that I thought good advice and kindly treatment would 
ve far more effective in gaining their confidence and 
inducing them to pay proper respect to the school manage- 
ment, eto..The Principal remarked about the bread that 
sometimes there might be a patch that was not quite a suc 
cess when it was doubtless a little doughy, this,however, 
did not often occur and when it did the Management fared 
no better than the pupils. As to the soup being thin and 
like water he granted that at times it might not have pee 
extra strong but that always it was made out ef good meat 
when it was stated that the meat was rotten such a state- 
was not true as every care was taken to have things clean 
and sweet in every department. Later I examined the meat 
safes and found them clean and well ventilated. In this 
connection I must state that in nearly every instance the 
pupils said that since Father Boening came and took charg 
the food has been good,but that pefore his time on many 
eccasions it was bad. In conclusion I would state that t 
inquiry held will I feel sure be peneficial in every re~ 
spect as giving confidence to the children that they are 
peing looked after by the Department and also in letting 
the Management understand that their actions in the con~- 
duct ef the school are under close obversation, otc... 


It 
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It has also proved highly satisfactory to tie Indian for 
the same reason, and I trust that there will be much less 
in the way of irregularities to complain of in the future 
than unfortunately there have been in the past.

I have the honour to report that I returned to 
victoria on the evening of the 13th inst. after an absence, 
of 10 days in the Fraser, and Kamloops—Okanagon, Agencies. 
On the Iath inst. as I wae preparing to leave Vancouver 
for Victoria I received the Department's telegram of even 
date re my visiting William's Lake and inquiring into the 
management of the Indian Industrial School, there situated. 
on the 14th,I wired * Returned last night,will write in- 
closing depositions re Coroner's Inquest. * On yesterday © 
copy of the depositions was duly forwarded to the Dept. 
under cover of letter dated 17th, inst.Wo. 198, ¥/3- The evi= 
dence of the pupils point to bad and unsatisfactory food, 
to undue punishment and to the restriction of water for 
drinking purposes. On the other hand the Teachers and those 
superintendeing the Management declare the food to be of 
good and wholesome quality,and abundant for all require- 
ments. Judging,however, from the repeated and determined 
efforta to escape made by both boys and girle it must in- 
press one with the belief that all is not well, especially 
as the pupile in other Industrial Indian Schools in the 
Superintendency to not seem to be so actuated;although at 
times(as there will be at all schools whether for whites 
or Indians)some one or other of the p&pils may attempt to 
run home. I will in accordance with the wishes of the De- 
partment leave here on the 20th inst. and proceed direct 
to the school where I will endeavour to get at the bottom 
of the trouble. I,however, apprehend much aiffioulty in 
The Secretary peing 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, Ottawa. 
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peing able to so to my own Satisfaction on account of the 
contradictory nature of the statements made by the inter- 
ested partics. 
The trouble at the school having assumed 
eueh serious proportions and having been, more or less ,wwowhf 
to the notice of the Prblic, it is highly necessary, in the 
interests of all concerned that the inquiry be made.

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Mr. Inspector Oairns, who inspected this school 
in May, last, states that, while, the grant is allowed for 
only 50 pupils, there is generally more than this number 
enrolled and there is no difficulty in keeping up the 
attendance. The pupils all come from the Williams Lale 
Agency. They have an abundant water supply, which is 
pvrought from an artificial lake by means of wooden pipes 
and there is also a good drainage system, The only means 
of ventilation is through the windows and doors. The 
puildings are heated by hot air and lighted by acetylene 
gas. A new railway is under course of construction which 
passes through the farm. This gives direct connection with 
Vancouver to the south West and Fort George to the North. 

I would suggest that, a8 the Department has no 


particulars regarding the size of the school or the dormitories,

School, for the fiscal year ending March Slst. 1922, trusting that 
you will find it in order and according to the requirements of 
the Department of Indian affairs. 


I would lixe, Sir, to call your attention to the item marked 
DEPICI™ in the Pinancial Statement. It was 3 72085.14 at the end of 
the fiscal yeur ending March 33st 1921, and at the end of the 
nresent fiscal vear there is a further sum of $ 3715.62 to be added. 

Any remark about it would be sut of place in an official 
rovort, but will naturally find its place in an exp .uanatory letter. 

We have tried to reduce to a minimun the exnenses of running 
this school, having however due regard to the health and material 
comfort -f the children, and the new deficit is ENTIRELY due to 
the necessity of nroviding Sor *hom. No extraordinary expense has 
becn incurred for the school curing the lust fiseat year, and the 
high cost of living is alone resvonsible for that iten. 


I must add that unfortunately we are facing another heavy 
but necessary ex»venditure for the next fiseul ycar. 

Last Deceaber, some mischievous muskrat blocked the INTAKE 
sf our school WATSR SYSTEM during uw very cold spell, and before 
we could have noticed it, the water pipes were fresen between 
the INTAKE and the RSSERVOIR behind the school buildings on a 
distance of ut least one mile. Since that time we have been 
compelled to carry water to the school, every day, from the creex. 
The ater System must of all necessity be repaired as soon as the 
eround is sufficiontly thawed out; the cifficulty of the present 
unsatisfactory way of taking water from the creek, and more so 
the children's health demand it imveriously. 

I foresee an exvense of at least $ 2000.00 to do that 
work. But where shall T find nite? It causes me to worry. 


I would hate to make any suggestions or to appear vesging, 
but I feel,Sir,that someting ought to be done on our behalf. 

I think that all that is done here at our school, and what 
is proposed to be done is BATIRELY for the benefit of the children 
who are the wards of the Government; we have in view their material 
interests as well as their spirituai, and in our case, in view of 
our present difficulties a little further MONETARY ASSISTANCE fron 
the Devartment of Indian Affairs would be much needed and most 
welcome.

Referring again to your letter of October 5,and 
No.l17123/1 in which you ask for information , regard 
ing the report that unduly severe punishment, has in 
some caeccs, been inflicted on Indian pupils at the 
William's Lake Inaustrial School,+ beg leave to report 
as follows: 

I wrote to Mr.Agent Daunt who replied at consider 
able length. He sums the incident up in the following 
paragraph: “ A medical examination at the time 1 asked 
for it,would have revealed.what boys,if any, had been 
flogged,ana you could have carriea on your inquiry 
with every chance of arriving at an accurate estimate 
of conditions, something I consider utterly impossible 
to uo now’ 

The ReveJohn Duplanil who was Acting Principal of 
the school at the time of the trouble is now Principal 
of St.Mary's Boarding School. I saw him last week and 
went into the whole matter with him. 

Bro.Joseph, the Disciplinarian,was in charge of the 
boys « One of the largest boys called hime “a son of a 
oitch” »He naturally was very angry to have an Indian 


boy us¢ such an obejectionable expression. 
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BroeJoseph carried in his hand a rod and with this 
he then and there flogged the boy and made him apolo-- 
gize for his rudeness. In doing this the Disciplinarian 
was breaking the rules of the school.He should have re 
ported the matter to the Principal. 

That night this boy ran away from school “He never 
was brought backe 

The Rev.eJohn Duplanil maintains that there was not 
any connection between this incident ana the fact that 
nine boys shortly after this ate Water Hemlock from the 
effects of which one died, 

I do not see that any good purpose could be attain 
ed at this late date by an investigationeIt would not 
be an easy matter to get the parties face to face. 

It is admitted that the Disciplinarian aid wrong 
in taking the matter in his own hands. It is not 
admitted that the boy was too severely punished for 
such a serious offencesThe punishment shoulda fit the 
offence. 

In my opinion,the boy should have been brought 
back to the school,and if it was considered wise he 


could then have been discharged.

$2,500.00 per annum for fuel, he would be in a much 
better position to carry out our policy than he is 
at present.

I have your letter of the 3rd instant, with 
reference to the cost of providing fuel for the Cariboo 
Indian Residential Sehool. I regret that I cannot make 
an exception in your case; but I am sure you will under-

the papi Lage at the sehool, provided there is accommod- 
ation for them. The last time the dimensions of your 
Gormitories were forwarded to the lepartment, it was 
found that there was room for only 90 pupils. If any 
changes have been made, you might let the Department 
know, and it is sible that grant could be allowed for 


a few extra pupils. Under no conditions, however, should 


children be erowded in the dormitories.

I have the honour to report that the question of 
additional accommodation for pupils at the Cariboo Indian Resi- 
dential School is still a vital ones 


There are a large number of very bright and healthy 
children amongst the Chilcetin bands of Indians who have at 
present no opportunity for any education.Last year a start was 
made with three Chilcotin children - these rapidly became accus- 
tomed to school life and now we have twelve Chilcotin children 
at the school,ywith many more willing to come in should the neces- 
sary accommodation be availableeIt was previously thought thet 
the bringing of Chilcetin children to the school would never prove 
satisfactory and that they would not mix with the other Indians 
who speak a different dialect.This,however,is not the case - the 
Chilcotin pupils have proven most adaptable,and it seems a great 
pity to turn away more prospective pupils now that the way has 
been paved for them by the successful showing of the children 
from that area who have already been admitted. 


I have discussed this matter with the school principal 
and he also is ef the opinion that additional accommodation as 
early as possible is a vital matter if we are to retain the 
interest at present being shown in the school by the Chilcotin 
Indians e 


This year the school built a manual training building 
with material supplied by the Department - the building is 24' x 
50° and the principal suggests that twe similar buildings be 
erected,one for girls and one for boys,adjacent to their present 
buildings -These would accommodate seventy-five pupils each and 
would be used for classrooms and for evening study rooms-The 
Classrooms at present in use would then be released and available 
for dormitories and for axl sick bay,which the school is at pres- 
ent without. 


This would enable the small pupils to be housed entire- 
ly on ground floors and would provide additional fire safety and 
less wear and tear. 


The principal states that he would be willing to buy 
the necessary material and erect these twe buildings if the 
Department will make a grant of $3,000«00 for the purpose.These 
buildings could be ready for eccupancy by June I93I-As it will 
doubtless be some time before the Department will have funds for 
a new school for the Cariboe,this propesal would appear te be the 
best solution for further accommodation at presenteI would be 
glad to know the attitude of the Department in this matter as

It was difficult to interest any of the Indians 
on the Reserves since most of them were out working, but 
Chief David Johnson, Tommy Harry, May Johnson and Augusta 
Johnson of the Alkali Lake Indian Reserve did attend the 
course and did quite well. 


Te Chief has now decided to nave @ log building 
erected on the Alkali Lake Reserve during the coming winter 
in which to conduct these activities. Since I have been very 
busy @nd was not sure whether any of the Indians would def- 
initely attend the course, I could not advise you of the num- 
ber likely to attend as requested in your letter. 


I had intimated to Chief David Johnson that the 
Department would very likely assist them to some extent with 
food while they were attending the course. It would be very 
much appreciated, therefore, if you could authorize purchase 
of food up to $36.52 to cover payment of groceries which they 
used during the two weeks of the course. 


I might also say that these Indians drove all the 
way from Alkali Lake and camped at the mission, 60 that there 
was no extra expense for transportation or lodgings and I am 
of the opinion that this expenditure is well worth while.

It is noticed by me that apparently no school 
work is done at this school on Monday at all. 
This reduces the school days, i.e., days on which 
academic work is done, to four days a week. This 
would not seem sufficient, as even during those days 
certain work, agricultural and domestic, has to be 
done by the children. I would suggest that the Principal's 
attention be drawn to this and that, even though Monday 
4s washday, a couple of hours classroom work be done 
in the afternoon. 


Here, too, as at Lejac, the washing of sheets 
once a month would hardly seem to be adequate from a 
sanitary point of view.

Extract from Inspector Barry's report on the Cariboo 
Indian Residential School dated October 28, 1939:' 


I had an opportunity to see the children and 
the school in its ordinary condition and without any 
special preparation for such an inspection. 


The conditions were just the same as when 
notice is given of my intended inspection. 


The new Principal is not a young man. I hope 
that he will be able to conduct this very old school in 
as efficient a manner as the Rev. G. Forbes did, but I 
somewhat doubt it. He had no assistant Priest at the 
school when I visited it, All the Priests were away on 
Missions, with the exception of the Principal of course, 


While the actual classroom work is much the 
same as on the occasion of my last visit, I was not very 
much impressed with what I saw on the boys’ side.

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EDUCATION: 


The Caribou Indian Residential School opened on 
September lst and the Anaham Indian Day School on September 
4th, 1945. the return of the pupils to the Residential school 
was much better this year. It was expected that there would 
have been very poor attendance at the anaheam Indian Day School 
during September due to the fact that most of the Indians 
were still haying away from the main Keserve, but @ special 
effort was made to get their children back in time and prac- 
tically all the pupils who attended last year. are, now back. 


There are now fourteen pupils in the senior room 
and they show a very keen competitive spirit. Sr. Mary of 
the Angels, teacher of the senior room, visited St. Mary's 
school at Mission last year and saw the Pro-rece work, and 
now has her pupils started on this type of physical educa- 
tion. , 


During the Indian Commissioner's visit, a site was 
chosen for a new school on this xeserve, and, as soon as it 
is possible to get a representative meeting, the indians 
will, be asked to surrender this land to the Department for 
school purposes. 


vhe Koman Catholic Chureh has not yet found 4 
teacher for the Alexis Creek Day Sehool, but Fr. Hennessy 
will, in all probability, fill for the winter months, 
4.e. November to March. With the erection of a school and 
living quarters, it may be possible to get the Missionary 
Sisters of Christ the King to supply: a teacher for this school. 
next year. 


It was thought that there might be great diffi- 
culty in getting .¢wW pupils for the Cariboo indian kKesidential 
School this season due to the nonepayment of samijy Allowance 
to pupils attending HKesidential Schools, and, although the 
principal advises me that he is ten pupils short of the 
number proviced for by the pepartment in the grant, there 
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EDUCATION 


It 4s presumed that the grading of pupils in Indian 
schools should correspond to the standard of grades in white schools. 
If this is the case, I am of the opinion that the grading is too 
high at the Cariboo Residential School, since the five pupils trans- 
ferred from that institution to the Anaham Indian Day School, two 
who had completed on year in Grade 6 were put back in Grade 4, 
the teacher of the senior room at Anaham advising me they were unable 
to do the work. 


One of the drawbacks to Indian education in this Agency 
has been due to the fact that Indian parents would not, in most 
cases, send their children until they were 10 to 12 years old, 
and, therefore, they never got very far. On the other hand, it 
has been found that at Anaham it is difficult to keep the pre- 
school children under six away from school.

EDUCATION 


Inspector MoArthur visited the Cariboo Indian Sehool 
during March and his report has no doubt been received by the Dep- 
artment by this time. Having been called out to the Chilcotin, 

I eould not accompany Mr. MoArthur on his inspection, but following 
his report, I paid a visit to the School some days later, and paid 
particular attention to the matters on which complaint was made 

and had the fire alarm sounded. 


{The children were very orderly in getting out of the 
buildings and were all out in under one minute. Fr. MoGrath had 
already taken the locks off all the escape doors, the subject of 
a very legitimate complaint by inspector MoArthur. it is felt 
however, that Mr, MoArthur bas exaggerated regarding the condition 
of the boys’ dormitory, which has been painted up and is very 
considerably improved since last year. The improvements in this 
school sincé it opened last September have been very considerable, 
and are as follows: 


Equipment: Laundry equipment, consisting of power washer and 
extractor, saving much time for the girls and im- 
proving hygienic conditions. 


Vocational: Manual ‘raining clases have been organized. Also 
Calf Club and Potato Club. 


Recreational: The Pro-Reo. program has been continued. Three 
Skating rinks were maintained during the past winter, 
two for the boys and one for the girls. Hookey games 
were organized and matches played with boys from the 
Williams Lake white school. 


A boys' fife and drum band has been organized by 
Brother MacDonald and is making good progress. 
Brother MacDona}d, who commenced duties as disoi- 
plinarian last September, has been a great asset to 
the school, and there has been only one occasion of 
truancy since last September. The morale amongst 
the boys was very low during 1943-44 and a number 
of boys were expelled in June, so that I consider

Dear Mr. Phelan, 


T have just returned after being three months 
in the “est, during wnich time I visited all our F.C. 
Indian Schools with the exception of Kakawis. Unfortunately 
an attack of bronchitis prevented me from taking that trip. 


I fecl that I should draw your attention to 
the hard struggle that most of these schools are experiencing 
in order to make ends meet from the financial angle, and I 
am respectfully asking you to submit this matter to the 
Department for their very urgent consideration. 


yilliams Lake school in particuler is in a very 
bad way. Already there is a large overdraft at the Bank, 
even though all the salaries on the part of the Fathers and 
Rrothers nave been eliminated. with the cost of living 
mounting to such high proportions it is impossible to finance 
a school on the present per capita grant. I em not in a position 
to carry the overdrart that + can see will be on the books 
by the end of the present school year. It seems to me that, 
unless some financial assistance is forthcoming to help 
to meet this crisis, we shall be obliged to close down the 
school. 


There is another point uvon which IT beg you to 
give particular attention, and thet is the electric plant 
now working in Williams Lake school. During the days that 
T spent there it was practically impossible to read by the 
light produced, The enclosed letter from the Principal, 
which has reached me since my return, sveaks far more 
eloquently then I can upon the haunting fear that T had during 
my stay, namely should fire break out! 


During my stay in the West T was, shall T say 
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amused, but at the same time annoyed, as T listened to a 
broadcast put on from the Vancouver Radio Station concerning 
Tndian affsxirs, The speakers on the broadcast were Chief 
Michael of Lilloet, Mr. Guy Williams, President of the 
Native Brotherhood together with another speaker. There is 
no doubt thut such broadcasts are doing considerable harm to 
the reputation of the Indian Department, because there seems 
to be no one authorized to reply to the very false charges 
made over the sir. Perhaps I am going too far in suggesting 
that the Department should ask for a copy of the script of 
the Rroadcast that was put over from Vancouver some weeks 
ago. I immediately called Father O'Grady's attention to 

it and suggested that he should get in touch with the 
Commissioner. One of the statements made in that broadcast, 
and naturally believed, because not contradicted, was the 
the Lndian schools did not teach the Indian child anything 
beyond the third or fourth grade.

I am in receipt of a letter from the Bishop 
of Kamlooos in which he asks me to bring to your 
attention the serious gituetion of the schools aid 
other educational facilities cerried on by the various 
Catholic orders throughout the Caviboo. The Bishop has 
drawn to my attention, especially, the condition of the 
Indian residential school at 15C Mile House end the 
dey schools at Redstone Meadows and Anaham indian Re- 
gerve, near Hanceville and Alexis Creek respectively. 


I myself heve visited the school at 150 Mile 
House ard can vouch for the dilapidated condition of 
the buildings ane the fact that they constitute a very 
serious fire hazard. The Chlate Fathers have found thet 
they are unable to carry on the task of education and to 
repeir, renovate and renew puildings e3 they should be. 
The result is that while they have striven for years to 
keep the buildings up, they have seen them going steedily 
behind, with constantly Ancreasing regret until they ere 
now practice lly forced to th» conclue.on that they can- 
not coratinue under present circumstances. This is not 
to mention the heating anc lighting arrangements, wich 
are utterly inadequate. 


At Anaham Indien Reserve the Department has 
aprarently accented the Miesionary Sistere of Christ 
the King as teachers, social workers and rurses, and I 
understand has undertaken to builé e day school there. 
At oresent, the Sisters are forced to use the old 
community hall as a school. Thie ts an old log building

totally unfit for the purpose, and it seems an injustice 
So accept the services of the Sisters ané expect then 
to continue under these circumstances. 


Much the same situation prevails at Redstone 
Meadows--the church 1s used as a school there, which 
ig inadequate for the purpose. 


In general, 1t 16 felt that the work of 
education in the Williams Lake Agency lage far behind 
those in other agencies throughout che province. The 
Bishop etetes that he fully recognizes and appreciletes 
the splendic facilities which have been made available, 
for instance, at Kamloops (although there aro etill 
certain improvements which could be made, as outlined 
by Father O'Grady in a brief presented to the Indian 
Affaire Committee last year), and from my knowledge of 
these circumstances and cf those prevailing in the 
Cariboo, I am able to appreciat> ris feeling that the 
two areas are not to be compared. 


I would appreciate very nuch the favour of 
advice from you as t2 what may be intended to be done, 
-f anything, to remedy the situation throughout the 
Williame Lake Agency with reepect to educational 
facilities there.
